•' More than once wo have had occasion 
to allude to tho insidious efi'orts of the 
Government, their organs, and their 
minions throughout the country to con- 
voy tho impression that tho opposition 
ofiTered to tho financial scliemo in tho 
Legislative Assembly was an oppoaitiou 
directed against tlie policy of opouiag up 
the country by moans of roads and brid- 
ges, &c., Now.Jtho honest truth of the 
matter is precisely the reverse of this.

And, turning to tho proposed works on 
the Mainland, did tho Opposition show 
any disposition to hinder ..them? AVitli 
the single exception that somo mumbar.H 
considered it a piece ©f extravagance ^to 
undertake witli borrowed money tho coH- 
Btruction of a two or three hundred 
thousand dollar^ waggon road between 
New Westminster and Yale, there were 
not in the whole Assembly stronger ad- 
vocates of tho proposed improvements 
in the interior than were those occupy- 
ing tho Opposition Bonchos. Indeed, tlie 
only objection raised was as to tlio in- 
adequacy of tho appropri:itiuu>) oxiiildtod 
on tho Estimates in rus])C'ct to some of tlio 
interior Districts. Under these ciicnm- 
stances, it is contemptible dishonesty to 
represent the opposition as having been 
directed against the carrying out of much 
needed improvements.

An 
agent of the order is at present tr.ivelling 
tiirongh the country, and has organized 
a number of lodges. In tho United States 
tho order, though of recent origen, num- 
bers its members by tho hundred thou- 
sand, liaving spread very rapidly, espe- 
cially in tho west. Tho object of the or- 
dor is to remedy tho evils wliich have ren- 
dered the position of tho western farmer 
well nigh insupportable, to ensure cheap 
transportation and to contend against the 
monopolies, Bwindlos, and political and 
railway rings vrhich havo robbed him of 
hislabour. Ono most important feature 
of the organization is that it enables tho 
farmer to deal directly with tho manufac- 
turer without the intervention of agents 
or "middlemen," thereby saving the large 
amount paid to the hitter for commission 
or salaries.

Europe. 

London, May 3 — The Sjiauish Ambas- 
sador says: Advices conlirm tho report 
of tho occupation, of Bilboa by Govern- 
ment troojjs; but latest dispatohos from 

the Carlists sources says that Serrano 
ynterod Portugalctto on" Friday and start- 
ed iniiiiediately for Bilboa. The Car- 
lints arc concentrated between Portugal- 
otte and Bilboa, aud a dosparato light 
vfas begun at Itvo o'clock ou. Saturday 
morning, tho result of which is not yet 
known; in tho meantime the Carlist siege 
battery rodoubleil its lire on Bilboa. 

Madiud, May 3— Kerrauo entered Bil- 
boa on Saturday. The Municipality havo 
sent congratulatory dispatclies to Serrano 
and Concha. .Vdilitional dispatches from 
Bilboa state that small parties of Carlists 
aro surrendering in hope of amnesty; the 
mala body, however, is retreating in the 
direction of the Province of Gujpossa. 

London, May d— In the llousu of Lord.? 
to-day Lord Russell, in viaw of the em- 
bittered feeling between Franco and Ger- 
many, moved that copi(!s of corresjjon- 
donco with those powora bo oallod for, 
and asked what course the British Gov- 
ornment would take in tho event of a rup- 
ture between them. Derby beliovod that 
peooe for immediate future was snro ond 
he trusted that Engl uul would do ONCiy- 
thing to inaiit;iin peaco short of embroil- 
ing licr.self in a struggle. 

Itussoll withdrew his motion calling 
for papers on tho Oregon boundary and 
Fenian raul questions. Ho said that 
British people felt that tho honor of 
England had boon touohed in tho Wash- 
ington Treaty negidiation, national char- 
acter lowered nnd national interests joo- 
pardized. Iu hi.s opinion generally ex- 
ists in favor of compensation to Canadian 
sud'orera by the Fenian Raids. He did 
not apprehend a repetition of tho errors, 
but trusted that Groat Britain would no 
ver seem afraid to do anything in assei 
tion of her just rights. 

London,' May 5.— In the great strike in 
tho Durh am collieries now iu progress it 
is estimated that fifty thousand persons 
are out of employment.

Various were (ho snrmiscw a.s 
to tlioir fate, and numerous the eflorta to 
diHCoyer them, until at last it was believed 
hat they must liave all been .swept away 
by one of the periodical llood.s common to 
all parts of this continent. After a lai.se 
of twenty years a man nnnied Andrew 
Uuiuo was sent to this city under sen- 
tence of ten years furrobbiug underarms, 
a legod to havo been committed on a 
station on the north-western bordei' of 
Isew South Wales.

OEOOIIAPIIY. 

On looking at a modorn map of Ans- 
trabn, Victoria River will be foun.l at tho 
northwest corner. Humo made his way 
there alone, after leaving Port Darwin, 
then travelled to Sturt's Creek, nnd at its 
bead waters fell in with a uativo tribo 
with whom was an aged whito man This 
proved tobeMr. Classan, a brother-in- 
law of Dr. Leichardt, and second in com- 
mand of tho expedition. 

THE BEPOHT. 

His tale is that ho left tho camp one 
morning to look for water, and, on his 
reiurn, found th.at during bis temiiornrv 
absence the men had mutinied, violently 
asEanlted their loador, and, after taking 
forcible pos.sossion of nil tho horses 
oquipmenl.», fcr., proceede.l in the direct- 
ions of South Australia. Leichardt died 
five days later, and Clossan was found by 
tho blacks, who took him into their tribe 
and adopted him as their medicine man 
He subEcqntntly learned that the muti- 
neers were attacked by tho natives and 
all massacred. Classan was very anxious 
to return with Hume, but waa prevented 
by the blacks, and, after several unsuc- 
cessful efTorts to carry him oir.Hume was 
compelled to loturu alone, bringing with 
him Leichardt's w.atch, qundraat, part 
of his journal and a narrative supplied 
by Classan relating to the expedition. 

Hume asserts that about ai.v months 
ago he camo across fifteen camels travel- 
ling along the tolegnipli routo, nnd bo- 
lioves that they were those taken from 
South Australia by Major Warburton snd 
party in their attempt to exnloro the 
country west of Mount Stuart.' 

This last named expedition is also mis- 
sing. 

Mn. Skitchly, an En.^iidi naturalist, 
has recently made a visit to tho King of 
Dahomey, which, next to Asbanlee, is the 
most powerful of the native .A frican king- 
doms, lie fcnind that the King was real- 
ly an intelligent man, that tho Dahomnns 
wero much more civilized than they nave 
been currently upcrted to be, and that 
the stories of their brutality linvo been 
greatly exaggerated. The letters of the 
correspDiuicnts acconiiJ,".nyiiig the .Ashan- 
teo expedition iiavo iuuiilarly shown that 
the Ashantees we much higher in tho 
scalo of humanity than \vc havo boon led 
to imagine that they were. Their eajiital 
was comparatively aAvell-built city; their 
frequent executions of criminals wero ef- 
forts to enforce law; ami tlu'ii' rulir^iou 
did not dill'er essentially iu theory, how- 
ever much it dill'ered ill jiractice, from 
that of the Spiritua.lisls.
